How do you want your ‘‘Leisure Dividend”’ paid? 
Would you prefer fewer working hours each week, 
longer paid vacations or would you just like to 
retire earlier? If I had a choice, I think I would 
take all of those. 

Economist Juanita M. Kreps of Duke Univeraity 
is doing a research report for the Social Security 
Administration and the good lady feels we all 


not the cold cash we want, we can keep out per 
person income the same and pay ourselves a 
**Leisure Dividend.”’ 

Professor Kreps predicts that ‘‘The workweek 
could fall to 22 hours, or the workyear could be 
limited to 27 weeks a year, or retirement age 
could be lowered to age 38.” 

How does that sound to you, or in the modern 
slang language, ‘‘How does that grabyou leisure 
lovers?”’ 

The professor points out that in the past, Amer- 
icans have taken two-thirds of their economic 
gains in the form of cash and the rest in leisure. 

To find out what the rest of the world thinks 
of this problem of what to do with all that extra 
productivity bonus, the professor went abroad to 
see how Western Europe handled it. She reports 
that up until now, they have chosen more holi- 


he wants to get his big old hand in my pocket a 
little deeper. 

Now don’t get me all wrong. I am not one of 
those people who just go around knocking the 
government. No sir. Not me. I admit that I 
can’t think of anything good to say about big 
brother but I don’t knock it. I have a completely 
open mind on big brother and for that matter 
all of our glorious leaders. If I ever think, hear 
or even imagine anything good about them, I 
will be the first to report it to you. 

I doubt if the good lady will come to the same 
conclusions. I do but you must remember that 
her study is for the government. Big brother 
just doesn’t look at things like us normal people. 

Take that information about how the American 
workers have so far elected to take their pro- 
duction bonus in two-thirds cold cash and only 
one-third in extra leisure time. That should 
tell everyone something. It means that with the 
way big brother runs things, it takes two thirds 
of our production bonus to pay for the one third 
more leisure time. Americans might not be 
smart enough to keep big brother in line but 
they can figure how much it costs to have time 
off. 

As for the prediction of a 22-hour work week, 
I can’t see it being any big advantage. It is one 
thing to sneak a few extra hours off now and then 
but all that extra time could be a big problem. 
I don’t think the wives will stand for it. If they 
have to put up with a husband around the house 
and under foot all that extra time I think they will 
take to the streets and demonstrate for longer 
work hours (for husbands of course). 

I can speak from considerable experience on 
the problem of leisure time. Not that I have all 
that time on my hands, but you see, I have these 
relatives (since they are mostly on my wifes side 
T call them my ‘‘Outlaws’?) who are experts on 
leisure. They have been on a short work week 
for many years. In fact, if they ever get a pre- 
diction of a ‘‘no work’’ schedule I expect the 
government to call them in as experts. 

I suggest a graduated working hour system. 
It would be something like the graduated income 
tax we now have. The young, lower income people 
work just a few hours a week. This lets them 
enjoy youth and freedom. As they get older and 
make more money, let them work longer and 
harder, This would keep them from home more 
and this would make them happy. 

Come to think about it, that is about what we 
know have. How about that!

Natural Sciences Hold 
Key To Better Learning 


By Polly Bradley 


threads of traditional split-up ed- 
ucation, 

Gradually people are realizing 
that to accomplish anything in 
science, you have to write up the 
results of your experiments so 
people will understand them ... 
to appreciate literature you must 
know about people and human psy- 
chology ... to get anything done 
in the social sciences, you have to 
have the facts from natural 
science. Life is made up of com- 
plexities, and school should teach 
children how to make sense out of 
the interrelated parts of the total 
picture. What good are the partsof 


| the jigsaw puzzle ifno one fits them 
| together to make sense? 


Ecology is the science of inter- 
related life, and conservation is 
the social art of making the world 
make ecological sense on a human 
level. So conservation education 
is becoming a link between the 
compartmentalized traditional 
disciplines. Kids are learning in 
school what problems affect the 
environment and how to solve these 
problems ... and the concern which 
cares enough about the environ- 
ment to want to make it better. 

Of course you don’t start in at 
this level in kindergarten. You 
begin with teaching an appreciation 
of nature and an ability to ob- 
serve nature. And you teach how 
people and nature are interrelated. 
You teach how people depend on 
nature for water, air, food and 
health. As the child grows, you 
gradually expand his horizons so 
that from thinking about flowers 
in the school ground he is think- 
ing about town and regional and 
national and world environmental 
programs. And you teach the city 
child about nature, and you teach 
the rural child about the city. 
You teach the interrelation be- 
tween city and suburb and farm- 
land and wild land. Then the 
children are prepared for the com- 
plexities which will form their high 
school environmental education. 

The expanded conservation edu- 
cation programs of the Mass- 
achusetts Audubon Society are 
making a big step in the direc- 
tion of bringing this sort of crea- 
tive environmental awareness to 
all the children of Massachusetts. 
The Massachusetts Audubon con- 
servation program is aimed not 
just at teaching the children about 
the birds (though that is one as- 


most of all at making the child- 
ren aware of their surroundings, 
both natural and man-made. 

Part of the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society’s long-range plan is 
to emphasize bringing conserva- 
tion education to city children, 
who will be the majortiy of voters 
of the future. Children in the 
country may grow up with a cer- 
tain natural awareness of the im- 
portance of nature, but you have 
to teach it to city children, Why, 
some city kids seem to grow up 
thinking they don’t breathe air or 
drink water ... or at least they 
don’t get the connection between 
keeping our natural resources in 
healthy condition and keeping our 
people in healthy condition, 

Well, the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society is going to help change 
that if it can with its urban teach- 
ing programs for the inner-city 
schools. And our state will be 
better because of it.

Collins agreed with Axelrodthat 
surrounding towns have extended 
the hours and that Andover’s es- 
tablishments should be granted 
similar privilege. 

Selectman William Stewart said 
he did not care about surrounding 
towns, he was interested in An- 
dover and he did not want local 
police being beat up at late night 
parties, as has happened in other 
communities.

Guidance Center and other local 
organizations. 

For the past two years, Mr. 
Erickson has been invited to par- 
ticipate in a National Conference 
of School Superintendents in Flo- 
rida. He plans attendance again 
this year, going to the Sunshine 
state in the winter months. 

Speaking of the winter months, 
his retirement years will relieve 
him of one of the prime head- 
aches of school administrators 
in this area, whether to hold 
classes on inclement weather days. 

Seldom do people appreciate the 
hours that go into making the final 
decision on whether to hold classes 
or not. For the most part the day 
of a threatening storm starts at 
5 a.m. with administrators look- 
ing out the window and listening 
to forecasts--many times revised, 
and often inaccurate--then finally 
making the decision. 

This year the snow will fly and 
the decision will be left to some- 
| one else--Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
of Las Vegas, Nevada, who suc- 
ceeds Mr. Erickson and is ex- 
pected to assume his new duties 
in early August. 


On his return from Florida, Mr. 
Erickson said he will probably 
| work part time in personnel or 
consultant work, but not in a job 
which will be regular or one 
requiring the punching of a clock. 
' There are many highlights of 
his career in Andover which ac- 
tually began in 1942 when he ser- 
ved for three years during the 
war years as superintendent, then 
went to Longmeadow, followed by 
tenure in Methuen before returning 
to Andover in 1953. 

Most noteworthy over the span 
of years, has been the growth of 
the school system. Mr, Erickson 
noted that in his first few years, 
he and the school committee strug- 
gled to keep the annual budget to 
under $300,000. The present an- 
nual public education bill 
approaches $5,000,000. 

In his early years, the enroll- 
ment was around 1,300, today the 
public schools provide an educa- 
tion for over 5,700 youngsters. 
As a new school year opens there 
will be over 350 teachers in the 
system, with some still to be 
hired for the coming year. 

In his earlier years, the super- 
intendent had the complete summer 
off, and worked at a summer camp. 
- The teacher turnover rate was low, 
and the five or six new teachers 
needed for a coming year were 
generally hired before the close 
of school. 

There were three school buses 
in operation back in the early 
years, now there are 25 covering 
all areas of the town, supple- 
mented by station wagons and 
private cars for special education 
units, 

He has also seen a complete 
change in the educational format. 
A curriculum more flexible and 
offering more opportunities for 
the student, has evolved over the 
years. The addition of school 
libraries and introduction of audio- 
visual aids has also benefitted the 
schoo) system.

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The change in modern educa- 
tion vs. the old is evidenced in 
the town’s newest school, the Ban- 
croft, where the open concept, or 
progressive education system has 
been implemented and is the fore- 
rumner of what will be happening 
throughout Andover’s entire school 
system, 

His first assignment asa super- 
intendent of schools was in Derry, 
N.H., where he had previously 
served as teacher and headmas- 
ter. In that position, he retained 
Neil Sullivan, currently head of 
the State Department of Education. 
In Derry, Mr. Sullivan was hired 
as a teacher-coach, 

Also in the Granite community, 
Mr. Erickson became familiar with 
Alan Sheppard, America’s first 
astronaut, who was a student at 
Pinkerton Academy. The Erick- 
son’s and Sheppard’s parents have 
been friends for many years. 

Beginning his administrative 
career in Derry, he moved from 
there to Andover. 

Of his career here, Mr. Erick- 
son says that he has thoroughly 
enjoyed it and hopes he has con- 
tributed something to the system 
over the years. 

He noted the growth of the town 
from his early days, commenting 
on the open fields of years ago, 
now completely occupied by 
housing developments. 

He expressed appreciation to the 
taxpayers and citizens of Andover, 
‘‘who have supported and assisted 
the growth of the school system. 

**‘We have made demands on the 
taxpayers to provide proper educa- 
tion for their youngsters. When- 
ever they have been asked, the tax- 
payers and residents of the com- 
munity have responded, not only for 
the development of new educational 
programs, but for housing,’’ Mr. 
Erickson said, the latter in refer- 
ence to the increasing need for ad- 
ditional classroom space through- 
out the town, 

While his school days may have 
come to an end, Mr. Erickson still 
has another day back at the old 
familiar places. He has anassign- 
ment on opening day of school, 
which most assuredly he will be 
happy to perform. 

He has been assigned the respon- 
sibility of registering his three 
grandchildren at the Central 
school. Children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Darby, Edward will enter 
the fourth grade, Eric the third 
andCarlene Ellen, kindergarten. 

It will be a pleasant trip back 
to school for the retired adminis- 
trator.

Street Signs, Lights, Traffic 
To Be Discussed By Board 


Street lights, street signs and 
traffic control problems will be 
among the topics to be discussed 
at a special meeting of the select- 
men Monday night. 

The board will meet with task 
force committees which have been 
studying these problems for the 
past several months. 

Selectman Sidney P. White 
brought up the matter of signs and 
lights and asked about the distri- 
aoe of new signs in the commu- 
nity. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters 
said that he had checked into the 
matter and that several signs had 
been placed on streets throughout 
the town, but that the budget for 
such work is now nearly expended. 

Ralph Sharpe, who has charge 
of the project, has been assisted 
by summer employees, who have 
placed several new luminous street 
signs in various areas. 

As for street lights, White felt 
that many of the new lights in the 
Lowell Junction area leading to 
the industrial park could be better 
utilized in other areas of town, 

White felt that there was an 
overabundance of _ illumination 
there. 

Selectman Roger W. Collins, 
said that the placement of the 
lights was according to a survey 
and recommendations made by the 
Mass. Electric Co., which supplied 
reasoning for the implementation 
of the illumination. 

Collins added that possibly the 
reports could be turned over to the 
street lighting committee for their 
consideration, 


With regard to traffic control 
problems, White and other board 
members felt that a review of 
some of the recommendations 
made in January, but never carried 
out could be gone over again and 
brought up to date. 

This the board intends to do with 
the two groups on Monday night, 

Also scheduled to meet with the 
board Monday night is Roger John- 
son, clerk of the works at the East 
Junior High school, where exten- 
sive renovations have been taking 
place this summer as part of a 
two year program to keep the 
school going as a prime educa- 
tional unit. 

The program began a year ago 
during the summer vacation and 
was continued again this year at 
the close of school in June. 

Selectman Collins felt that an 
excellent job was being done at 
the school, andthat possibly, John- 
son would like to meet with the 
board to discuss progress to date 
and also any problems which may 
have arisen, or are anticipated. 

The town provided funds two 
years ago at the annual town meet- 
ing to provide for the renovations 
after the senior high school 
opened and the former high school 
building was converted to provide 
for two junior highs, thus accom- 
modating the increased junior high 
population,

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Editorial Comment 


Sen. Kennedy 


Last week, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy went before the 
people of Massachusetts and made an impassioned plea 
for judgment as to whether he should continue to serve the 
Commonwealth as its senior senator. 

He did so following his entering a plea of guilty to 


leaving the scene of an accident in which a young lady . 


lost her life, and he almost drowned himself. : 
To date, the mail has favored Sen. Kennedy retaining 
his senate seat. 


Had it been anyone but Sen. Kennedy, the accompanying 
publicity probably would not have been so great. 

The senator, in his address, confessed his guilt and 
further admitted that there was no sound reason for delay- 
ing his report to police about the accident. 

In the days that followed there were inuendos and 
charges made by those who thrive on judging public 
figures to whom some misfortune has fallen, yet, in many 
instances their right to judge is impugned by their own 
actions. 

We wonder what would happen if as individuals, one of 
us were to face such a traumatic experience. What would 
our actions be? 


Bus Service 


Bus service for Boston commuters, is currently being 
imperiled by a delay in affixing the signature of Mayor 
Kevin White of Boston who must approve permission for 
Trombly Bus Service to Park Square. 

The legislature and the Department of Public Utilities 
has given permission to the Andover carrier to transport 
patrons from Andover and Greater Lawrence to the Park 
Square terminal, rather than making the terminus, Sullivan 
Square. 

It is of prime importance that Trombly be allowed to 
proceed into Boston to the Park Square terminal. It is only 
through this route that continued bus service, not only to 
Boston, but to Greater Lawrence points can be maintained. 

Frank Trombly has taken on the awesome task of provid- 
ing public transportation as a private enterprise, rather 
than saddling the taxpayer for the cost of public transpor- 
tation which would have resulted if the communities were 
subjected to service by the Massachusetts Bay Transpor- 
tation Authority. 

With approval given by the legislature and state autho- 
rity, as well as the Boston City Council, we fail to see 
the delay in affixing the signature by Mayor White. 

It is no secret that Mayor White has an eye on the 
Governor’s chair in the state house. This area is a prime 
section for voter consideration on such matters. ' 

We would think that with the myriad of problems facing 
the Boston mayor, he would be more than happy to get this 
minor matter out of the way. 

We urge his quick approval, in order that the Trombly 
firm can provide the service to local commuters that he is 
so desirous of performing. 


Taxes 


Andover’s tax rate has been set at $39, an eight dollar 
increase over a year ago. 

The jump is substantial and its initial impact has a pro- 
found effect on local taxpayers. 

We face further increases in the year’s ahead, since 
through town meeting action in the past few years, we 
have bonded major projects. The cost of these capital im- 
provements for the community will be paid for over a period 
of time, thus leaving the town with a built-in tax situation 
for several years. 

We fear that with new school construction still needed, 
additional bonded jndebtedness will be with us for some 
time. 

Added to these costs are such necessities as a water 
treatment plant for Haggett’s pond to meet the town’s in- 
creasing demands on the water supply, and participation 
in a pollution abatement program for the Merrimack River, 

All of these projects present a financial problem for not 
only Andover but all communities. 

Further adding to the financial problems are increased 
taxes on the state and county level and a continuation of 


Does the accident, tragic as it was, impair his ability 
to serve his state and nation in the U. S. Senate? 


Tragedy is something which never leaves the mind and 
is a matter, when personally involved, which constantly 
dwells inside. 

In this particular case, one might see in it a message 
for Sen. Kennedy. 

He commented that in the hours following the accident 
many thoughts ran through his mind, one being, did an 
awful curse nang over the Kennedy family. 

Having lost three brothers, one in the Armed Forces, 
two by assassination, in the service of their country, it 
was a rightful question to ask. 

We dwell not on any qualifications Kennedy may have 
for presidential aspirations, or the effect of the accident 
on that ambition. 


The Kennedy family has a commitment to public service. 


The final decision will be made by him, but public ex- 
pression may assist him in the lonely hours in which that 
decision must be made.

The tax picture is not bright. 

Andover, its officials and taxpayers, must hitch another 
knot in their economic belt and take a long, hard look at 
impending costs. The time has come to exercise econo- 
mies in all areas of government. 

To the finance committee falls the burden of scrutiniz- 
ing all municipal spending, not in a nosey, intruding way, 
but in a manner which will provide the town with full value 
for every tax dollar spent. 

While the jump was substantial this year, Andover resi- 
dents can take some heart in examining a few figures, and 
pat themselves on the back for some wise judgment. 

Leaping to the forefront as the town’s top taxpayer was 
the Gillette Co., in the Lowell Junction Industrial Park. 
A year ago, the firm was not even listed on the tax roll. 
The town financed utility lines and roadways for the new 
plant, a move which certainly will pay dividends in years 
to come. 

Gillette bumped Raytheon out of the top spot, but the 
assessors feel the electronics firm will be back in first 
place once its new complex is completed off Lowell 
street. Here again, town meeting approved capital improve- 
ments to retain the company in Andover. 

Other industries are locating here, and there is forecast 
of additional firms interested in Andover, some large, 
some small. 

There are those who would keep Andover a residential 
community, but it is obvious that industry is needed if tax 
relief is to be forthcoming. 

Effective planning, economical thinking, and cautious 
approach to major projects, we think, will maintain a per- 
fectly balanced tax triangle involving residential, commer- 
cial and industrial properties.
